John Sofia, Syrian and sub-agent of

State Treasury Agent 
Eli 
Peder­ 
son knew that his own tenure in office 
was to he of short duration and in 
the interim naturally planned to do 
all the business he could. 
Numerous 
deputy treasury agents were appoint­ 
ed about the state and given instruc­ 
tions to make thorough investigations 
and prosecute every case where the 
new peddlers’ license law' was not be­ 
ing observed. 
Sofia through the influence of said 
democratic 
attorney landed 
one 
of 
these jobs and got busy in the Syrian 
settlement on the north side, making a 
number of hisfellow countrymen take 
Out licenses. 
Sofia as well as other 
deputies was working on commission, 
part of the license fee collected being 
retained by him and the balance going 
to State Treasury Agent 
Pederson, 
who in turn deducted a fee and turn­ 
ed the balance over to the state trea­ 
sury 
Finally Pederson’s service with the 
state ceased, but Sofia still retained 
his job. 
Eventually, however, Sofia 
had to make a report to Pederson's 
successor and his speedy 
dismissal 
from the state’s employ followed. 
One of the last official acts of Sol­ 
fa was to cause a warrant to be issued 
against George Fluty, the terror of 
“ Little A syria/* the man who resem­ 
bles. a brigand in appearance 
and 
whom all his fellow countrymen here 
fear This last act was the culmination 
of a taunt and dare thrown at Sofia 
by Floty. 
The latter said, “ You ’rest 
womans, Huh, why no take me, Flo­ 
ty; cause fraid.” 
Sofia straightaway hurried to Judge 
Brindley’s office, where a warrant was 
soon secured for Floty’s arrest.

leaving town suddenly with his fam­ 
ily to locate near 
Duluth. 
Maybe 
Sofia’s warrant caused his hasty de­ 
parture; if so Sofia during his term 
of office rendered a great service to 
this community if he did not to the 
state.

There were no stops 
in Mississippi except to take watet, 
but crowds of Mississippians greeted 
the train as it flashed by the stations. 
United States Senator Fester and 
Congressman Davy of Louisiana, met 
the president 
at Hammond, 
thirty 
miles from here. 
Upon arrival here 
the train 
was 
transferred to the docks where 
the 
president and four hundred 
citizens 
boarded the steamship Comus for a 
trip on the river. 
A high wind blow­ 
ing kept most of the passengers be­ 
low, but the president paid no heed 
to the wind or weather 
A light buf­ 
fet lunch was served on board. 
He disembarked at 11:30 for a par­ 
ade on the principal streets 
The fe­ 
ver infected houses along the route 
did not worry the president in the 
least. 
He considered himself immune 
because he was not affected in the 
midst of yellow fever during the Cu­ 
ban campaign. 
The striking feature of the parade 
was 
battle scarred confederate vet­ 
erans marching on foot. 
The decora­ 
tions are said to surpass those in hon­ 
or of the victorious federal troops re­ 
turning from the war with Mexico a 
half century ago. 
The national colors 
have never been flaunted so profusely 
in this city since. The multitude cheer­ 
ed Roosevelt with enthusiasm as he 
I rode along. 
Each person was appar­ 
ently exasperated because of the phy­ 
sical limits placed upon their vocifer­ 
ousness by nature.

neither the guests nor the waiter un­ 


derstand, simply because it is “ tony,” 
all her lectures were intended for the 
American women, not even chemistry 
or bacteriology having ever mingled 
with her talks on cooking, in decided 
contrast 
to most 
existing 
cooking 
schools. 
Supposing only one half of all at­ 
tendants were present at one half her 
lectures, the cost of this attendance at 
Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
N ew 
York, etc., would have amounted to 
an exceedingly moderate minimum of 
five dollars each, so that as a matter 
of frozen fact Mrs. Gans has present­ 
ed the city of La Crosse with threfc 
thousand dollars worth of information 
during the last four weeks. 
Had Mrs. Gans come to La Crosse 
and had she presented a paltry twen­ 
ty-five dollars to your poor her “ phi­ 
lanthropy” would have 
evoked col­ 
umns of encomiums in your “ press!" 
But because leading houses compen­ 
sate her for this very philanthropy of 
teaching women how to avoid indi­ 
gestion in their families, and for sim­ 
ply using their manufactures the im­

At a meeting of the local union of 
the International Brotherhood of El­ 
ectrical W orkers last night it was 
voted to prolong the strike of tele­ 
phone linemen which was instituted 
Monday. 
The following 
statement 
was issued by the Lollop last night: 
“The union electricians, 
organized 
for three years, have never asked 
any favors from any of the companies 
in the city. 
“The Wisconsin Telephone compa­ 
ny is not paying the union scale ol 
wages and that the La Crosse Tele- 
j phone company has been obliged to 
pay the up ion scale for the last month 
due to the heavy work on hand and 
the scarcity of men. 
“Agreement for one year with the 
privilege granted the companies 
of 
an open shop was refused by the em­ 
ployers. 
“That the strikers now* out were 
skilled laborers of their class and not 
the ordinary laborer. 
“That the union knows 
that 
the 
companies are not securing men as 
said to take the place of the strik- 
ers. 
Twenty-five members of the union 
attended the meeting. 
It 
was 
an­ 
nounced at the meeting that 
Lang- 
stadt Sc Meyers, contractors for the 
Wisconsin Light and Power company, 
have signed the union scale and in ad­ 
dition are paying $2.75 per clay on a 
nine hour day.
